for expression in Imperial affairs, and said that it was not enough 
that they should have had during the ¢————————___—_— 


war an Imperial cabinet. That was 
purely a war measure. Nothing 
should be attempted which would in- 
terfere with the full rights to self- 
fovernment and autonomy on the 
part of the Dominions, but there must 
be a permanent means of common 
council by which all the Dominions 
would be able to share in the respon- 
sibilities of Imperial affairs. By all 
meang let the self-devclopment of all 
the great nations in the Empire go on, 
but, he added, they could not, if they 
wanted to take themselves out of the 
orbit of Imperial affairs, The respon- 
sibilities of Empire were greater than 
before the war. 
Constitution of Council. 

Continuing, the speaker alluded to 
what might be the constitution of 
such a council, and said that there 
might be a revival of the privy coun- 


pUwers. But they would have to de- 
jermine what was necessary and then 
constitute the machinery to meet the 
case, 

“I venture to propose this,” said the 
speaker, because I believe that you 
are anxious to bring into unity the 
various parts of the Empire and guard | 
ugainst any break-down in'the future.” | 

“You displayed a spirit in the war 
which we will never forget,’ declared 
the speaker. 

All were impressed with the valor 
and sef-sacrifice shown by their men 
und every general in. the war had 
spoken of them in terms of the high- 
est praise. ‘ 

Spirit of Relationship 

All titis self-sacrifice and herotsm 
that had been shown could not be 
forgotten, and it wou strengthen 
the bonds between them. It had : 


tainly dorft so in some ways. Proud 
as they: had .been of their awn men 
and the great records of the British 
army, they Lad folt in their pasha, 9 
equal admiration for those who ad 
come from overseas. On their side 
the Canadians had recognized that 
theold qualities of the British army 
were still in existence, ‘but what was 
more they had been received in Brit- 
ish homes as their own. He could not

This evening the military dashed along Gresham street, which 
abuts on North street, in pursuit of a man who was alleged to have 
fired on them from close range. The troops are being hampered by 


the curiosity of friendly onlookers, who persist in getting across their 
line of fire.

Insurance Act 


Goes Into Effect; Policies Will 


~Be Issued 


| Legislation Passed at Last Ses- 
sion of Parliament Comes 
Into Force 


OPEN TO ALL 


|Returned Men Whether Physically 
Impaired or Not May Make 
Application 


OTTAWA, Sept. 1.—The 
Soldiers’ Tnsurance act, passed (by par- 
Vement last session, came into effect 
today Applications are now 
received and policies will be iseucd as 
rapidly as possible. 

Any returned soldier who served in 
the navai, military or alr forces of 
Canada in the great war, or. who ‘was 
domiciled or resident in Canada on 
August 4, 1914, and served in any of 
His Majesty's naval, military or air 
forces or in the forces of any of the 
|alliea ‘or associated powers, will ob- 
tain life insurance under the'act. The 
applicant muet, at the time insurance 
is issued, be domiciled and résident 
jin Canada. 

Widows of returned soldiers who 
have died after retirement or honor- 
able discharge from the service and 
before the expiration of twelve months 
|from the coming into force of the act, 
lare also eligible for insurance under 
the scheme. VPolicies will be issued 
for a minimum of $500 and in mul- 
uples of $500 up to $5,000. 
| Open to All Returned Men 

The act was framed primarily with 
the object of giving to the returned 
; man, whose physical condition, by 
}reason of war service, prevents im 
from obtaining ordinary life insurance 
at normal rates, an opportunity to 
| protect his dependents, It is open, 
| however, to all returned men whether 
of impaired physical condition or 
otherwise. 

The government insurance policy is 
| different in some respects from poli- 
leles issued ‘by regular Insurance com- 
| panies as the object of the echeme is 
| protection of the dependents of the 
‘insured, Only immediate dependents 
|may be named as beneficiaries and 
no provision is made for policy loans. 
The insurance money is not subject to 
| the claims of creditors of either the

That Britain Does Not Want Canadian Cattle But That They| 


Delegates to the Impertal Press 
Conference who assembled at the 
Board of Trade luncheon given jn the 
University buildings Wednesday after- 
noon heard Dr. H, M, Tory, president 
of the University of Alberta, eound 
fin imperialistic note espe cially ap- 
propriate to the occasion. The guests 
of honor assembled jn Edmonton from 
the four corners of the empire, praised 
to the echo the university president's 


remark: “If there is one thing we 
In Canada pride ourselves on more 
than any other, it is the value of our 


British traditions.’ Dr, Tory, in an 
address frequently punctuated by ap- 
plause, sounded the chord of Canada’s 
patriotism to British jdeals particu- 
jarly as it had been applied to the 
founding of the educational policy and 
the educational institutions of the do- 
minion. 

The Board of Trade luncheon, given 
in henor of the Imperial Press party, 
was attended by more than two hun- 
dred and fifty guesis and board of 
trade members. Glenn B. Chadwick, 
second vice-president of the Edmon- 
ton board of trade, acted as chairman 
of the gathering in the absence of 
President W. J. Thompson, and fol- 
lowing the brief but brilliant address 
delivered by Dr, Tory, called upon 


J. S. MacDonald, editor of the ‘“Farm- | 


er and Stock Breeder," for a reply. 
On behalf of the Edmonton board 


of trade, Glenn B, Chadwick told the | 


visitors how happy were the citizens 
of Edmonton that the Imperial Press 
party had included this city in its 
ftinerary. 

“Without attempting ito tel] you in 
a complete or formal way ‘how happy 
we are to welcome the Imperial Press 
apsoctation,” said Mr. Chadwick, “I 
want to assure you that if you could 
but know how keenly interested the 
members of the Edmonton board of 
trade have been in your visit, it would 
be useless to try to add to that wel- 
come by anything that could be said. 

“Surely nothing is 80 potent to 
build national good feeling as to have 
peaple of different parts and different 
interests get acquainted and under- 
stand each others problems. 

“We feel sure that what you will 
learn of our efforts to establish in this 
new country the modern commercial- 
ism which we calll civilization will 
cause you to criticize our mistakes 
less severely than you would do with- 
out firet-hamd knowledge of our 
efforts. 

‘We hope that, for your part, you 
may derive both pleasure and profit 
from your trip,” concluded Mr. Chad- 
wick. 

Dr. Tory Addresses Delegates 

Dr. Tory explained that he spoke as 
a@ board of Trade member and as the 
president of the University in which 


the party was assembled and address- | 


ing the visitors particularly, humor- 
ously referred to the many suggestions 
that had been made to them since 
their entry into Canad. One of 
these had been that they come and 
take up residence in Canada; another 
had been that they leave their money 
here for investment, In regard to 
the latter, President Tory received a 
round of applause when he remarked; 


“If we cannot*develop our natural re-/} 


sources ‘With our own money, there 
is no person I would rather see do it 
than « Britisher.” 

The speaker explained there were 
many reasons why the people of Ed- 
monton were glad to welcome the 
Imperial Press delegates and the chief 


of them was embodied in the valuable | 


traditions they brought. One thing, 


Dr. Tory said, that Canadians prided | 


themselves in more than any other 
was the value of British traditions and 
he referred feelingly to the organiza- 
tion of Canada—an organization that 
had always coupled with the spirit 
of the Britisher and British ideals. 
Within the past fifty years, Canada 
had become united under one organ- 
ization and in that time had construct- 
ed three transcontinental railway 
lines; had carried on wonderful de- 
velopment and had commenced the

} Dr, Tory took his hearers back tol 
|}the days when war was declared and! 
|remarked there was not a centre of 
teducational learning in Canada but 
|what became at that time a centre of 
| propaganda for the furtherance of 
{the principles of the British Empire. 
|Great applause greeted the University 
| President's remarks in regard to the 
|service given by students of the uni- 
versity, of Alberta, 430 of whom en- 
| listed, of which number sixty three 
would never return. The response 
}of the intellectual men in Canada had 
been spontaneous to the cal] to arms 
as was expressed in the Universities 
of Canada, 

Concluding Dr. Tory declared that 
| Canada’s immediate entry into the war 
was a result of her determination to 
see the old flag fly. Addressing the 
| visitors he said: “We love what you 
} love; we love liberty and justice just 
}as you love it in the old land.” 

Praises Lnperialistic Note 
In his reply J. 8. MacDonald, Editor 
j}of the Farmer and Stock Breeders’ 


Journal, praised the expressions of Dr, ! 
Tory and was pleased at the Imperial- ; 


jistic note sounded. He referred to 
|the progress of agriculture, declaring 
Ghat the science of agriculture was 
entitled to the highest status’ the 
!country could give it. 

He also praised the advancement 
made by Canada in the matter of the 
establishment of agricultural schools 
and colleges—advancement that was 
greater than in Great 
England he remarked, it was the gen- 
eral thought that farm schools be de- 
veloped to the fullest extent possible 
and he looked forward to the near 
‘future when England would be dotted 
{with such institutions from one end 
of the country to the other. 

Referring to the present apparent 
absence of women workers in ‘he field, 
he paid a feeling tribute to the pioneer 
women of Canada whose co-operation 
| had been sc largely responsible for the 
building up of the country. 

The question as to whether or not 
the embargo aga'‘nst the entry of Can- 
adian stocker cattle into the United 
Kingdom should be lifted was dealt 
with by the speaker. ‘‘Can we allow 
the entry of Canadian stocker cattle 
into the British Isles?” he questioned.

Hysteria is u functional affection 
;of the mind and nervous system, 
jusually affecting women. It is char- 
jacterized by temporary loss of will- 
| power and with considerable emot u- 
al display; the affected persons laugh 
jand sob immoderately without regard 
to surroundings, 
| The importance of giving tais con- 
| dition special consideration lies in the 
‘fact that it sometimes assumes a form 


which may be mistaken for fainting, | 


{mock or ep tepsy, according to the 
manifestations of the patient. A case 
of hysteria may be distinguished from 
fainting as follows: In fainting tae 
face and extremities are cold and the 
pulse is very weak and apparently 
lost, whereas in hysteria the face and 
extremities are warm and the pulse la 
normal. An effort to open the eye- 
lids in hysteria meets with oppositioa, 
ut with none in fainting. In hysteria, 
waich simulates epilepsy, the tongue 
is not injured, and, if the patient falls 
to the ground, a g6uitable place isa 
selected for this purpose to avold in- 
jury. There is no froiunng at bhe 
mouth unless soap or other agents are 
used for ths purpose 

Treatment—The most effective treat- 
ment for jysteria is te let the person 
alone; to sympathize usually prolongs 
the attack and dees no good, Firm- 
ness gn the part of the attendant, 
with an intimation that the condition 
is fully understood, is usually al) that 
is required. It is common practice to 
{douche a hysterical patient witi cold

Fold 
by fold the great Union Jack freed it- 
self, until magnificent in proportions, 
it floated for the first time in the 
Canadian breeze and brilliant sunshine 
of an Alberta fall morning. Gazing at 
it, spectators realized its symbolic 
meaning and the fitness of the descrip- 
tion applied by Lady Burnham: ‘The 
greatest flag, the proudest flag, the 
finest flag that has ever floated on 
land or sea.”

Naturally, the school children were 
the most important people present, 
for the reason that it was their own 
special affair, they being there to re- 
ceive the gift from their cousins over- 
seas. The children, along with the 
band, were drawn up in front of the 
Memoria] Hall front, where the func- 
tion took place, and where the flag- 
staff hag been erected from which the 
flag will float t the future, Then 
thero were the members of the public 
and separate school boards, the mayor 
and city council, the lieut.-governor, 
the minister of education, members of 
the board of trade, and many others, 
The press delegates occupied @ con- 
apicuous position. 

The Newsboys’ band furnished the 
music and sounded the note for the 
singing of “O Canada,” which led off 
the proceedings. The children’s voices 
didn’t fail to rouse a feeling of exa:~ 
tation as one heard them sing the 
words of the hymn. 

Dr. Orang Spenks 

(Dr. Crang, chairman of the Edmon- 
ton Pudlic school board, struck the 
right note when he remarked that he 
did mot know the happy individual 
who, in England, had suggested the 
sending of the flag, but he did know 
that it wae an idea that might be de- 
veloped into one of the greatest, 
grandest and most glorious and im- 
perialistic institutions in the British 
Empire, 

(These remarks were received with 
applause and “Hear, hear,” from the 
press delegates. 

Then, following out his own theories 
on the subject, Dr, Crang said that 
they had some fine football and bas- 
ketball.teams among the Edmonton 
students; also soma good runners, He 
proposed that they should go to the 
mayor, ex-Mayor Evans and others 
af the Board of Trade, and Kiwanis 
and other clubs, and interest them to

“Bravo, Bravo,” said Lord Burn- 
ham, as the speaker paused, and the 
crowd cheered at the idea presented 
by Dr. Crang.

many yards. He sees that motor- 
cars drive around the north shoulder 
of the mountain and that a pony-trail 
leads to the top, It is a tiny moun- 
tain (5,500 ft.) but there is a fine 
view from the summit. A climb 
is repaid, The warm winds sigh 
through the scrubby spruces, moun- 
tains surround him on all sides, the 
Gow River is but a silver thread 
trom that height as it comes out of 
the west and is lost in the valley of 
ines below, Goat Mountain to the 
south seems to guard the Spray 
valley.
